•pot on which wa« fonght the memorable 
battle of January 8, 1815, there is operat- 
ing under English control and sustained 
by English money a recruiting camp for 
equines for use in the South African war 
againat the Boert. The attention of 
Preaident Rooaevelt has been called to 
tbia indirect violation of the neutrality 
kwa by Um haroic Oca. Pcaraoa, who 
fooght with his ooaatiyBMa antil dis- 
•bM, sad wtao is now ia tha United 
States. Ha baa repeatedly called atten- 
tion to the existing state of affairs, but 
not nntil recently has his protest been 
heeded. Now the Presideut has com- 
municated through Secretary of State 
Hay with Gov. Heard of Louisiana. The 
latter wrote to Mayor Capdevielle, of 
New Orleans, but as it was outside his 
'Jaciadictioa the aiattor fiaaUy reached 
the MMfiC of 8t BenMid pnlah, who 
easweied that aa far aa he kaew there was 
no recndtlng of men for Sooth Africa 
gotag on within the oonfinea of St. Ber- 
nard, but that he was aware supplies 
were l>eing shipped from the post of 
Chalmette under the auspices of the 
Hritisli C/Overnineut. President Roose- 
velt has determined to sift the matter, 
and accordingly he has sent Col. E. H. 
Crowder, of the Department of the Lakea, 
atetioaed at Chicago, to investigate the 
awtter and make careful inquiry of every 
mittutiee. The headquartera of the Brit- 
iah o6kera are at the St. Charles Hotel, 
with regular oftce hours, during which 
time a great volume of business ia trans- 
actetl by Capt. I'enner and his assistants, 
Their visitors include ".steamship repre- 
aentatives, cattle dealers and others who 
have any connection with the Chalmette 
post." The Bngliah officera have pre- 
acribed army rogaUtloaa, are required to 
be at that post it • oarteia tiaM aad re- 
BMin until relieved. Ottcers are con- 
atantly on duty. One hundred acrea of 
pasture and land on which are huge 
sheds, each measuring ICHlxVi feet and 
thirty feet high, and one which alone 
will accommodate 4,0<)0 mules, serve to 
give the place an appearance of being an 
anay garriaon. There is also a freight 
warehonae wherein are atored lumber, 
toola and other artidea. Standing near 
ia the headquartera of the veleriaeiy aur- 
geoaaead the boapital for aide iar BMimed 
aniniala, All equinea brought here are 
aubjected to a course of treatment if aich 
and fed well on oats, corn and goo<l feed 
until turne<l out on pasture, where they 
■re allowed to remain until in first-class 
condition, when they are shipped direct 
on his Majesty's trans]>orts across the 
ocean to South Africa. Theae tranaporta 
anchored in the harbor of the MiaaiaBippi 
•ad flying the ••nnioa jadt" add a mili- 
tary a^ect to the aoeae thet ia eatirely 
eat of keeping with onr "peaceful" atti- 
tude. Large numbers of men on the 
wharf are kept busy loading and unload- 
ing these vessels and packing provisions. 
Sbip caipenters are remodeling and re- 
pairing the transports for their long jour- 
ney acroas the Sooth Atlaatic, and it has 
been many a day aiuoe sveh eaeigy aad 
baatk have broken the atfflaaaa of Chal- 
mette. Ahaoot the aame caa be aaid of 
Lethrap, Ma, M ia here writtea of Chal- 
aiette. La. In the ktter plaee tea thon- 
aaad acrea of land are tiaed aa pasture 
for h o ra aa and mules Ixjught by the Kug- 
liah Government for cavalry use in South 
Africa. Animals bought from any and 
all poiuts West are sent here and fed 
until ready for shipment to the clearing 
atation near New Orleana to be loaded 
if in condition into tranaporta for their 
daatiaation. Seventy-two car loada mark 
the largeat number of daily ahipmenta 
and nine thouaand bead of horaaa the 
largest daily receipts. The animala are 
branded "N" on the right aboulder to 
aignify that it ia a'North American horse, 
the Canadian and Hungarian horses 
l>eing marked "C" and "H" respect- 
ively. The shrewdest secrecy was ob- 
served in all the English operations here 
since the. establishment of these posts, 
though in 1899 alone it was recorded that 
aevcn ahipa were aeat oat from South- 
port, La., in IINM there were fifty-asvea 
tfiipa, in 1901 aaventy-eevea ahipa left 
the latter place, and in January, Febru- 
ary and up to If arch 16 this year there 
have been over 23,000 horses and mules 
sent out from Southport to aid Eng- 
land's cavalrymen in the unjust and 
uncalled-for war of extermination that is 
going on in South Africa. If all theae 
facta do not argue a complete violation of 
aeatiaUty lawa of our country then the 
days have paaaod in which men ceaaid< 
end the apMt of the hiw hoaeatlyaad 
aquerdv wtthoot drcaaikentioB for the 
good of thek i Maaea nA ceaatry.

The special oeaaua of Kildsre and 

Louth repeats, almoat without variation, 
the features noted in the other detailed 
reports on the Irish counties. Both coun- 
ties have declined in population at practi- 
cally the same rate. Kildare has fallen 
in population during the decade from 
TO.iWe to e3,666, a decreaae of 6,640, or 
9.4 par cent But a thouaand of the de- 
cresss was oa the Currsgh camp, ao that 
the pateeatage of dediae ia the ordiaary 
popnktioa waa about 8 per ceat. Loutb 
fell during the decade from 71,914 to 
05,820, or 8.5 per cent. As in the case of 
other counties, the decrease is chiefly in 
the rural areas. Naas has increased in 
population by 2.7 per cent., Dundalk has 
goae ap to 13,07(>, an increase of 5 per 
ceat, sad ia now larger than Drogheda, 
wbors there was a decNsse of 948. or 6.9 
perosat TUs nite of decrssas, however, 
waa mudi lower thea ia the rural erase of 
Loutb, where it varied from 10.8 to 16.3 
per cent. Athy, however, is an excep- 
tion to the rule of the comparative stead- 
fastness of the urban |K>pulation. On a 
population of 4,K8ti there was a decrease 
of 1,'287, or '26.3 per cent, in Athy during 
the decade. The cztraordianary decerease 
is partially explained by the fact '.hat 
censns night 1891 was the eve of a fair 
and Athy had a temporarily iacrcaaed 
popnlatloo. Bat that doaa not completely 
explaia the fact The Dfatrict Inspector 
reporta that the increeae in the popula- 
tion of Athy in 1801 was "owing to the 
temporary influx of a number of persons 
to attend a fair and to increased employ- 
ment in connection with brickmaking." 
These new resources have not sufficed to 
stay the decay of the town and district, 
whicff seems exceptional. As we have 
already noted in the caae of other Lein- 
atar ooaatiaa, tot which the detailed 
oeaaas has hesa fwraishsd, the PratesUnt 
populatioa saoau to he decaying even 
more rapidly than the Catholic. The 
percentage of Cathcdic in Kildare has 
gone up from 84.1 per cent, to 86.1 and 
in Louth from 91.3 per cent, to 91.5. 
Apparently Protestant energy is not able 
to cope with the depressing influences 
that mar Irish progress. 

The Iriab language tables are of special 
intercat oa this occasion. Louth had 
alwaya a oonaidcrable bi-lingnal popula- 
tion. Infect in 18B1 there were atill 
kft ia Louth five old Oads who kaew

fathera aiaoe. The U^lhiigBal population 
haa, however, increase from 8,671 to 
8,204. The main increaae ia between the 
ages of three and thirty. In 1891 there 

were only 21(1 between those ages in 
Ivouth who could speak Irish. The num- 
ber had increased last year to 932. The 
country of the O'Mores and O'Connors 
has also felt the stirring of the Gael 
qiirit In 1891 only 841 persona in Kil- 
daie coald q>eak Iriah; that number had 
gone ap to 1,1M laat ApriL There ia 
only one naaatiatkclory pefat ia the Kil- 
dare figurea. Only 176 of the 1,198 are 
girla or women. There are only fifty 
Kildare women between eisbteen and 
thirty who know Irish, while there are 
6U2 Kildare men. That is a reproach the 
women of Kildare must remove before 
April 1, 1911, says the Dublin Freeman.

Father 
Andrew weakened, toa He labored 
hard and he gave himaelf little rest and 
less sustenance, and he came (b Cleve- 
land finally to end bia days. As that 
end drew on over the old man stole a 
longing to hear once more the music of 
the chimes he loved so well. The story 
went out and found lis way to his former 
parishioners. "Father Andrew wants to 
hear the bells again before he dies," 
men told one another. Then they reached 
into their pockets without another word 
and the work on the ateeple began. Day 
and night they are working Uiere, snd 
the doetors have promiaed to take the 
old prieat back when the taak ia done. 
And the first peal of tbe rejuvenated bells 
may ring out joy into a dying man'a 
eara. .

TRADES DIIOB BULBS AMD WAGES. 



Now that tbe British Government haa 
decided to auppross the Oalted Irish 
League sad hss ordered ten battalions of 
Bngliah and Scotch militia to Ireland for 
that purpose, it is Interesting to inquire 
what is the League trying to do? A copy 
of its constitution and rules and a .state- 
ment of iis aims, printed in Dublin, have 
been forwarded Ijy a correspondent. 
Stated in briefest form the avowed 
objects of the organization are aa followa: 

First— Full national aelf-govemmeat 
of Ireland. 

Seooad— Uaivonel and compnlaory 
sale of the laadkrda' intereat in the 
lead to the teaeats. 

Third— A State^tlded system for en- 
abling farm lalK)rers in the country and 
workingmcii in towns and cities to 
become owners of their own homes. 

Fourth — Restitution to Ireland of tbe 
f 15,000,000 a year in excess of her just 
share of impnial taxation collected by 
the Britiah Ooverameat fbr auny years 
peat. 

Fifth— Complete edncational equality 
for the Catholics of Ireland, inchuling 
the establishment and endowment of a 
university in wlmse benefits they caa 
conscientiously partieipale. 

Sixth — The repeal of the coercion act 
and of the treason-felony act, under 
which political offenaea are proascutsd ss 
ordinary crimes. 

Seventh— To aecnre the eleetioa of 
county coundla, which will come to* 
gather once a year in a national council 
and agitate for home rule on conditions 
not less favorable than those in (>la<l- 
stone'a celebrate<l bill. 

Mighth— Preference for articles of Irish 
manufacture in all public contracts. 

Ninth— Preservation of the Gaelic 
language and the teaching thereof in all 
publicly supported schools and coUegea. 

Tenth— Maintenance of tradea-nnion 
rulea and ratea of wages by all public 
Ixyliea. 

On their face there aeetna to be nothing 
in these avowed objects of the League to 

call for its suppression by armed force. 
The entire prograumie appears to be 
simply a new movement by Ihe Irish 
people to secure no more and no less 
ilian was only a few years ago offered to 
them by a Britiah Prime Miniater and 
approved by a substantial majority of the 
Uouae of Commona. In other words, 
the Salisbury Government proposes ia 
effect to declare that Oladstoee's home 
rule bill was treaaon.

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FATHER AND FRIEND. 

Rev. Peter De Fraine died sud- 
denly at St. Catbtrine'* Acadtny, 
Wa^tegton ootmty. Sr., lait Mon- 
day, aged seventy-six years. He 
was a native of Belgium, where he 
was ordained December 20, 1851, 
coming direct to this diocese. He 
recently celebrated his golden jubi- 
lee at Lebanon.

which time he haa offidatcd only 
aa chaplain at St. Catherine's Acad- 
emy. He was noted for his kindly 
manner, humility and charity, the 
characteristics of the old-time mis- 
irioner. Father De Fraine was 
known and universally loved by 
old and young throughout Central 
Kentucky, and particularly the 
childxen, for whom he always 
evinced a fondness and fatherly 
solicitude. He was a saintly man, 
with sympathy for all and never an 
unkind word f or any- 

THAT MULE CAMP. 

The agiutkm for and agafaist the 
pnrchaac and ahipment hy the 

British Government from this 
country of horses and mules for the 
Boer war continues, and is ap- 
proaching another dedston. The 
Boer sympathizers protest against 
it as a violation of neutrality law; 
the stock raisers and traders of the 
West, who find ready sale and good 
prices for their horses and mules, 
protest against interference, as it is 
not a vioUtion of nentnlitjr law. 
Bnt the qrmpathiMef the one nor 
the personal profit of the other, nor 
indeed the partiality or prejudice of 
the President and his Cabinet, are 
not Uie baaea on which the matter 
is to be decided, but the law which 

. it is the duty of the Government to 
enforce, regardlesa of results to 
either of the protesters. 

The purchase in this country and 
shipment from our ports of horses 
and mules, food, clothing, medi- 
cines or anything else except arms 
and ammunition for use of bellig- 
erents in a foreign war in the 
ordinary way te not a vkriatkm of 
our neutrality Uiw, and it has been 
so decided in answer to previous 
protests. Up to date the privilege 
of the British to pnrchaae and ship 
horses, mules, meats and grain , 
and of the Boers to solicit money, 
purchase and ship food and cloth- 
ing, have not been interiecad wit*i, 
nor are they likely to be, sinee they 
are not violations of law. 

But the opponents to the British 
horse and mnk pnrchaacaand ship- 
ments have struck a new tack and 
raised a new issue in the case. 
The neutrality law docs forbid the 
catabUshment and maintenance of a 
military organization, camp or base 
of supplies by belligerents on Amer- 
ican soil. It is now charged that 
the British mule camp near New 
Orleans, where most of the pur- 
chases are received, inspected and 
shipped, is sudi an unhiwful catab- 
lishment; that it is in charge of 
commissioned British military of- 
ficers, governed by British military 
regulations; the inspection and care 
of the stock is by British enlisted 
men as teamsters of the army, and 
finally thht the stock is shipped 
directly from the camp under 
British military supervision on reg- 
ularly commissioned British trans- 
ports only. 

This puts the questfam. in an 
entirely different pha.%, for which 

s there is no precedent in our his- 



tory for guidance. If the charges 
are true, however. It is clearly a 

violation of the purpose, if not the 
letter, of the neutrality law. The 
matter was considered in Cabinet 
meeting and referred to the Attor- 
ney General for investigation and 
decision. An army officer was sent 
to New Orieans to make the Invts- 
tigatkm. While there he visited 
the camp, examined into its man- 
agement and bttsineas, heard evi- 
denoe pro and oon, and has re- 
turned to Washington. It is stated 
in newspaper dispatches that his 
report will sustain the charges, 
then again that it will not. Aa he 
is an army officer, sent on a special 
mission by his superiors, it is clear 
that all statement? as to the nature 
of his report are mere gncases, 
since his report will be made first 
to his superiors and can only reach 
the public through the department, 
and probably not untU theCaUnet 
haa pasaed upon the case. 



DODQINO THE REAL IflSUA 

The United Irish League haa not 
been proclaimed nor the coercion 

law put into general effect in Ire- 
land, as anticipated. The recent 
meetings of the Ministers have not 
been attended by the Viceroy for 
Ireland, Lord Cadogan, and it is 
probable the Irish question has 
been shelved for the present. The 
Government has its hands full with 
the Boer war, peace negotiations, 
finances, the Eastern question, the 
coronation and a few other things 
more urgent. Arrests on petty 
charges to be tried before Magis- 
trates continue in some parts of Ire- 
land, the parties being fined in small 
amounts or Imprisoned for short 
terms, barring appeal to higher 
courts, which the Government 
seems desirous of avoiding, since a 
dedakw on the law may declare 
such arrests and prosecutions illegal 
and thus stop what seems to be 
merely a policy of intimidation to 
check the growth and influenee of 
the United Irish League, but is 
having the very opposite effect. 
None of those arreated were 
charged with any real crime, but 
simply with inciting to unlawful 
acts by speaking at League meet- 
ings or with encouraging the same 
by attending such meetings, bnt no 
one has been charged with member- 
ship of the League^ thus seeking to 
hamper or dcatroy the League with- 
out deciding aa to ita lawful or un- 
lawful character, the issue which 
would have to be passed on if an 
appeal to a higher court were al- 
lowed, the very thing which the 
League leaders desire and the Gov- 
ernment evades by arresting and 
prosecuting only for petty charges, 
not appealable. 



WILL IT BE PEACET 

For the past two weeks all Eng- 
land has been on tiptoe and the 
world is waiting the reault of a 

confefence of the Boer leaders and 
British officials in South Africa, 
the Boer officials in Holland and 
the British Government regarding 
the ending of the Boer war. What 
terms have been proposed or con- 
ddercd la not known, nor la there 
any ground on which to base a 
surmise of the result. That it has 
continued so long is evidence of 
disagreement on early propositions, 
if not of final disagreement. The 
first British hope, at any rate, has 
been blasted— dissension between 
the Boers aa to acceptance of peace 
at any terms to end the war — as the 
representatives of the Transvaal 
and Orange Free State seem to 
stand firmly and hunqoniousiy to- 
gether, nor have any of the Boer 
troops, even from other provinces 



of South Africa, manifested any 
desire to desert and give up the 
cause and accept Britlah terms. 

The Boer representatives in 
South Africa met at Klerksdorp, 
and after formulating their terms 
submitted them by cable to Presi- 
dent Kruger and his advisers in 
Holland, then proceeding to Pre- 
toria to confer with Lord Kitchener 
and other British officials. That 
the Boer terms were not satisfactory 
to the British is evident from the 
fact that there has been two weeks 
of cable messages between Kitch- 
ener and London, several meetings 
of the ministry (very secret) and 
the outcome is not yet hinted, 
though all England is anxiously 
longing for it. General trade. 
Government affairs. Parliamentary 
business, slo^ market and finan- 
cial transactlona have come to a 
halt, depending on the agreement 
or disagreement of the peace con- 
ference. Even the miniatera are 
mum, refusing all information, and 
Parliament is at a standstill for 
lack of business from the various 
departments, whidi ia being with- 
held. Reports as to the respective 
proposals and the status of the 
negotiations are unreliable, as the 
Boer repraaentativca ate likewise 
reticent. 



im TO REST. 



It is such foolish bravado as that 
of a few Kansas City union bakers 
that brings labor unions Into disre- 
pute and workingmen into trouble. 
A boycott was declared against a 
non-union bakery and a committee 
stood in front of the place to warn 
patrons away. The proprietor ap- 
plied for and obtained a temporary 
iojtmctlon against the strikers ob- 
structing the entrance to hia bakery. 
When the officer served the notice 
on the committee one of them took 
it, tore it up and threw it into the 
street, and the othera denounced 
and cursed the officer and court. 
Whatever the merits of the case, it 
may be taken for granted that the 
Judge soaked the committee for 
such flagrant and uncalled-for con- 
tempt, as such conduct is wholly 
inexcusable and can .not be tol- 
erated. 



The need of more rigid enforce- 
ment of sanitary regulations is in- 
dicated in the report on smallpox. 
For the first three months of this 
year there were in the United States 
24,194 cases and 708 deaths, as 
against 11,496 cases and 149 deaths 
in the samt period of last year. It 
is noted that the increaae In this 
terrible scourge is entirely in rural 
districts and a few States where 
sanitary regulations are not en- 
forced, and which have no provision 
for the care and isolation of infec- 
tious diseases to prevent the incep- 
tion and spread.

Excepting that her eye- 
sight slightly failed about two yeara ago, 
she retained all her faculties to the last, 
and could relate mauy stirring events of 
the latter part of the eighteenth century 
and the early years of the nineteeth cen- 
tury. She could repeat with a rather 
vivid recollection many incidents of that 
stirring period and the excitement cre- 
ated by the landing of the French at 
KilUla. She took pleaanrable interest in 
tening how herself and two other giria 
stole away about seven milea diatant to 
see the French soldiers paasing from 
Frenchpark^ to Ulphin on their way to 
the battle of Ballinamuck. The vener- 
able lady used to converse freely on later 
events— the repeal uiovenieut and the 
memorable election of O'Connell for 
Clare, and would relate many harrowing 
tales of the sad scenes witnessed during 
the famine years of '46 and '47. All 
theas events she oonld remember sa dia- 
tlnctly as if they only occurred - yester- 
day. The decnaed passed peacefully 
awsy in thr presence of her children, 
grand-children and great graud-children.
